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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


W eeklv  collection  of  refuse  from  almost  all  dwelling  houses  continued  during  the  year. 

Outlying  premises  and  many  isolated  farms  are  served  fortnightly,  monthly,  or  by 
mutual  agreement. 

Three  Karrier  “Fore  and  Aft”  tipping  vehicles  and  a  staff  of  15  men  are  used  for  collec¬ 
tion  and  a  fourth  vehicle  is  held  in  reserve.  Two  additional  men  are  employed  as  holiday  and 
sickness  relief. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  refuse  tip  at  Rye  Hill,  Great  Ayton,  was  used  until  mid  August.  It  was  then  com¬ 
pletely  covered  with  soil  and  graded  to  fit  in  with  the  surrounding  land. 

Aireyholme  Quarry  was  used  as  a  refuse  tip  from  mid  August  and  every  reasonable 
effort  was  made  to  cover  refuse. 

SPECIAL  COLLECTIONS  OF  REFUSE 

With  the  increase  in  “supermarket”  types  of  businesses,  it  is  becoming  much  more 
difficult  to  give  a  collection  service  for  a  small  charge.  If  this  trend  continues,  it  may  be 
necessary  to  separate  shop  collections  from  normal  household  collection  and  charge  the  full 
cost  of  the  special  service  to  the  traders.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES : 


The  Council  continue  to  lease  the  other  five  premises  (one  at  each  of  the  following 
villages) — Stokesley,  Great  Ayton,  Ingleby  Greenhow,  Hutton  Rudby  and  Ingleby  Arncliffe 
and  operate  these  as  public  slaughterhouses. 

The  five  premises  are  registered  with  the  Meat  and  Livestock  Commission  and  a  levy  of 
4/-  per  head  for  cattle,  l/-for  calves,  l/9d.  for  pigs  and  4d.  for  sheep  has  to  be  paid  to  the 
Commission.  The  cost  of  this  levy  is  recovered  from  individual  butchers. 


MEAT  INSPECTION: 

The  Inspectors  condnued  to  meet  the  requirements  of  individual  butchers  and  maintain 
100%  inspection  by  working  outside  normal  working  hours,  particularly  on  Bank  Holidays. 
This  prompt  service  and  the  department’s  approach  to  meat  inspection  over  the  years  seems 
to  have  created  a  great  deal  of  faith  in  the  inspection  amongst  the  local  butchers.  In  place  of 
the  opposition  and  dissatisfaction  met  years  ago,  there  is  now  a  genuine  desire  to  ensure  that 
meat  and  offal  are  in  perfect  condition  before  it  is  offered  to  the  public. 

Fees  for  inspection  and  marking  continued  at  the  rate  of  2/6d.  per  head  for  cattle,  9d. 
for  calves  and  pigs  and  6d.  for  sheep,  and  your  Inspectors  collected  £526/0/6  during  the  year.
